A DULL WEEK.

For the first week of the session of the Legis-
lature this bas been the quletest that has been
experienced in Harrisburg for o number of
years, Barring the ontlaught made upon
Senators Petriken and Findlay on Monday
night, there kas been no excitement whatever,
Outside of the Lotels and the legislative halls
there was no perceptible difference from the
dullest week In July or August. It is remark-
able that #uch should be the case, consldering
that the State Trensurer contest, which is
always productive of go much excitement, will
be at an end on Wednesday noxt. The eitaa-
tion in that matter hoas not been altered,
although the Democracy seem salisfled that
their services will again be needed to elect a
bolting Republican, in which case they expect
to receive rome recompenge in the apportion-
meont, if it transpires.

THE COMMITTRRS,

The week has been productive of nothing of
importance in the way ot legislation. Doth
houses have adjourned until Tuesday in order
that the Speakers may have an opportunity Lo
make up their commiltees so as to announce
them in the early part of the noxt week, This
part of the work has been carrled on 8o quietly
that the euriosity of the anxious onesa has not as
vet been gatisfied. 1o conversation a day or two
aro Speaker Webb sald that he had seen less ex-
citoment in this regard al this session than he
had ever known in his life, and the only reason
he conld give for it was that in the canvass for
the Bpeaker no pledges had becun given or re-
quired.

THE RECORI.

The matter of the publication of a Record has
been referred to a Joint committee of both
liouses, which will meet at an early hour, 8o as
to be able to report at the earliest possible mo-
ment. There is considerable difference of
opinion as to the manner In which the doeu-
ment shall appear, some favoring the style of
the old HRecord, others recommending a full
record of the proceedings with a short synopsis
of the debate, and others desiring a report ol
the procecdings with merely the names of mom-
bers advoeating or opposing measures, Another
idea is to pablish the report in twoof the papers
of Harrisburg, and in that event, should the
Telegraph be defeated, there won!ld be much
dificulty placed in the way, ns Mr. Bergner will
never quietly acquiesce in his 0.l patronage
being torn away from him anld transferred to
the columuns of his rival. The rocord of the
proceedings, with the names of those advocating
Or oppoeing measures, secma to be the best, as
it will satisfy the people, and theo agnin it can

THE CONTEST IN THE FPIRST SENATORIAL DISe
TRICT,

mation otherwise obtained by Republicans,
warranting such a course. Itissaid that the
moat astounding {rauds can be substantiated
without any trouble, the Democracy acting on
the awthority of very prominent legal gentle-
men that the Registry law did not apply to
special electiops.

GOVERNOR EARY AND THR U, 8, BENATE,

The actlon of Governor Geary with reference
to the conduet of U. 8. Marshal Grogory at the
October clection has been productive of the
worsl kind of feeling agalnst the Executive,
who has not heretofore been eredited with belng
a very atriet Republican. His course was the
consequence of the visit of several Republican
members, who opénly charged him with not
acting in concert with the party which placed
him in power, and they stroogly intlmated that
he was fishing for the Democratic nomination
for U, B, Benator, in 1872, The Governor dls-
cugted the matter fully, and they retired with n
stronger Impression than when they entered
that be would not refuse the nomination if ten-
dered him.
GOV, GEARY AND THE BATTLE OF GRTTYSHURG.

It Is well known that the form of Geseral
Genry does not appear on the Rothermel ple-
ture, and this fact may account for the eayger-
ness which the Qovernor has displayed to have
ihe painting brought to this place, where but
tow strangers will see what is consldered by the
Execulive to be an incomplete representation
of that grest struggle. Some other people have
been unkind enough to hint that In the eveut
of the great picture being iocated at this polnt,
the head of some promigent general might be
so manipulated that the ardent admirers of the
Governor imight be able to recognize in it the out-
lines of the features of the majestic Geary., But
it does seem a little slogular that so much inte-
rest should be manifested by the Executlve in
the matter of the final disposition of this paint-
fng, and if the correspondence with Mr. Rother-
mel, the artist, and Mr, Joseph 8. Harrison,
President of the Commigsion, could be made
public, the reason might be made apparent to
the citizens of Pennsylvania, It is said that
soch a correspondence does exist, and that
it will place the Executive inm an unenviable
light. Ruwmor, and 1 am unable as yel to get
pogsession of the letters, bhas it that therels o
little unpleasantness between the Governor and
the artist, which accounts for the fact that
Attorney-General Brewster bad been directed to
issue an injunction which would prevent the
painting belng exhiblted throughout the coun-
try for the individual benefit of Mr. Rothermel,
who by no means has received ample payment
for the time and labor given by him in produc-
ing the battle of Gettysburg on canvas. Itis
certain that Geary refused to participate in the
unvelling of the picture at the Academy of
Musie, to wituess which ceremony a very hand-
gome and complimentary invitation had been
extended him by Mr. Harrigon. It Is also said
that Mr. Rothermel bad sketched what was in-
tended as a companion picture of the large
painting, a representation of the Geary Division
at Copp's Hill, with the General at its hoad,
which sketeh is still in existence, but which
will never be produced in oll, certaln [acts hav-
ing come to the knowledge of the artist that
the Lead of the White Star Division
was mnot In  the vicinity of the point
at the time when the scenes which are depicted
were transpiring. It 15 also sald that the sketch
was made at the solicitation of Geary, who had
piven the idea to Mr. Rothermel. The manner
in which that gentleman was undeceived Is de-
cidedly Interesting, and I give the substance of
it as it came to me from one who was present
on the occasion. Your readers will all remem-
ber the reunion of the Rebel nnd Union oflicers
which took place at Gettysburg during the past
summer. Many noted officers of both sides
